For what it's worth, a friend bought an MFJ 1278 last year and it didn't work. 
He exchanged it and this one seemed to work but had some odd problems that 
seemed be caused by intermittent hardware failure. He called MFJ and they were 
no help at all -- in fact the guy was downright rude. Could have been a fluke, 
I guess. He exchanged it for a third unit and it did not work either. 
Basically the same problem as the first -- it would power on but not talk. 


At this point he returned it for a refund and bought a Kantronics KAM Plus. It 
worked out of the box the first time. A nice advantage is that the people at 
Kantronics are the nicest you could ever speak with and they really stand 
behind the products. Sometimes it makes me wish I had bought the Katronics 
KPC-3 instead of the AEA PK-88. On the other hand, the PK-88 has been working 
solid since I bought it.
